brauehea. Poraue the tame conrae with the 
apple, and nine tin*** out of ten the result 
will be only a few feeble shoot* of four 
to aix inebee, with a dead tree the following 
spring. The pear when worked on tlie 
quinec will bear noore severe pruning back 
than when on the pear stock; and further, 
some varieties will endure more severe prun- 
ing than other*. The grafie, when eut back 
to two or three bads, grow* vigorously; but 
if left nnpnined, it struggles a year or two, 
produoes a few imperfect bunches, and i* 
dead. These are some of the many variation* 
that an olwerving horticulturist will notice 
on ebtfll practice, and which will soon cause 
him tofsel confidence in the transplanting of 
tree* at any age, provided he be allowed to 
iirune ibem back according to their age and 
nabit*.
